any loss, they will oppose such class 
legislation. The public should awake 
to the dangers which lurk in these 
two bills and manj other measures 
pending in Congress 
Once on the 


statute books, 5it would be difficult 
to repeal them' until they had pre- 
cipitated a crisis "

Mr Herrick said he did not believe 


f that the intei vention of government 


should go an> further than the super- 
vision and publicity now 
enforced 


against national and state 'banks. 


"I think 'hat the American farmers 


could obtain results from co-opera- 
tion surpassing those In all othet 
countries if proper laws were enacted 
and correct principles followed " Mr, 
Herrick continued 
"Their self-suffi- 


ciency and absence of community life 
cited is arguments against its success 
are the very reason why co-operatic 
organisations should be introduced

A. H. Pollen, the Naval expert, asks 
of the British Admiralty in the col- 
umns of the Westminster Gazette. 


The admiralty has never 
made 


public any naval action beyond the 
engagement previously of the 
two 


German ships with the 
Gloucester 


which causes Mr. Pollen to remark: 


"The circumstances attending the 


escape of these two ships have been 
studiously kept from 
the 
British 


public up to now. We know that 
the Commander-in-chief in the Medi- 
terranean, was called upon by 
the 


admiralty to give an account of his 
dispositions and that his account was 
considered 
satisfactory. 
We 
also 


know that the Admiral in command 
of a very powerful cruiser squadron 
in the 'Mediterranean was recalled 
to England, subjected to a court of 
inquiry and subsequently courtmar- 
tialed and acquitted. But we do not 
know anything of the events which 
led up to these drastic steps, we do 
not know on what charge the admir- 
alty was brought into court, we know 
nothing of the character of his de- 
fense, nor the grounds on which he 
was acquitted. 
In theory a court- 


martial is an open court; in practice 
it can be made a star chamber af- 
fair by the 'exclusion of the public 
when any evidence is being 
heard 


the publication of which can be call- 
ed detrimental to public interest. 


"As a simple matter of fact," Pol- 


len continues, "not one word of Ad- 
miral Troubridge's trial was report- 
ed, and, when questioned on the sub- 
iect, the First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty has steadily declined to reopen 
this or any other controversial inci- 
dent."

and men. It is impossible to alter 
their dispositions, to change the di- 
rections to which they 
have 
been 


committed, or in many cases even 
to communicate with them, for ord- 
erlies get shot and telephone wires 
are cut. Beyond the fact that they 
are hea^ ily engaged and under heavy 
fire, their exact circumstances may 
be unknown. In such circumstances 
it is only by his reserve that a com- 
mander can sway the fight. It may 
be thrown in to fill^a gap, to out- 
flank some position which resists all 
efforts at frontal attack, to repulse 
a counter-attack, or to give the front 
line when checked the necessary im- 
petus to carry it forward. It is in 
fact in the power of the quick de- 
cisions as to where and how to em- 
ploy reserves that generalship to a 
great extent lies."

the emperor and his suite, and the 
ether two are used for kitchens. The 
second coach in the train is the one 
reserved by

personal quarters, and it contains a 
salon, bedroom, dressing room, bath- 
room, and sleeping apartments for 


bis bodyguard . The salon is paneled 
in the wood of an ancient cedar tree 
taken from Mount Lebanon, the gift 
a ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid of Turkey. 
The floor is of black wood taken 
from the piles of a wooden bridge 
built acrosi the Rhine by Julius 
Caesar in the year 55 B. C., and the 
ceiling is decorated with a 
design 


representing the six great rivers of 
Germany. 


The -windows of the salon are pro- 


tected by thick steel bars, and armed 
sentries stand at the doors of the 
apartment night and day. The last 
coach in the train is used by an 
engineer, who has 
charge of 
the 


machinery that operates a compli- 
cated system of emergency brakes. 
The Kaiser's two dachshunds, Wardl 
and Hexl, have their kennels on the 
train, and they generally accompanj 
their master on his

The comb is sometimes replaced by a 
curved blade with teeth, -which run 
alone tbe inner side of the claw.

MORE PROGRESS 


NORTH OF YPRES

Paris, April 28.—The French, war 


office this afternoon gave out an of- 
ficial report ou the progress of hos- 
tilities reading: 


'•To the north of Tpres we have con-

Against college 


athletes from practically every state 
in the Union these two youths show- 
ed the most brilliant performances 
at their respective specialties ever 
shoun at a Penn relay meet. 


Berry, who has never shone as an 


athlete before, won his spurs in the 
pentathlon, which is an all around 
contest of ftve events—a 200 metre 
run, a duscus throw, a javelin throw, 
a running broad jump, _aiid,a 1,500 
metre run. Of the five events Berry 
triumphed in two, the javelin in 
which he is shown here in action, 
and the 1,500 metre run, and in the 


other three he was never back 01 
third place; winning with a score ot 
nine points against fifteen for Harry 
Worthmgton of Darthmouth College 
his nearest opponent. 


Meredith made himself a 
hero 


with the Pennsylvania student body 
by lunnmg the last quarter mile of 
the one^mile relay championship in 
the smashing time of 48 2-5 seconds 
thereby bringing the intercollegiate 
championship and a new world's rec- 
ord-ol 3.18 to the Quaker college 
The Olympic half mile flier started 
on practically even terms with Bill 
Bmgham of Harvard, and after a ter- 
rific duel of speed and strength, beat 
the Crimson's fastest middle distancer 
to the tape by six yards. This per- 
formance of Meredith's, incidentally, 
puts at rest the rumors that Mere- 
dith has not been taking good care 
ot himself and is not the runner that 
he was when, he won his Olympic 
honors at Stockholm in 1912.

Coming of Jitneys. 


In the May American Magazine 


Hugh S. Fullerton writes an exceed- 
ingly interesting little fact-article en- 
titled, "The Jitneys Are Coming." 
Following is a brief extract: 


"Today Jitney busses are running 


n almost every large city in the 
West and Central West, and lines 
are being started everywhere. The 
atest reports indicate that there are 
between eight thousand and 
nine 


housand licensed Jitneys operating 
n these cities. There are two hun- 
dred in Los Angeles alone, nearly 
ive hundred in San Francisco, New 
Orleans is in the hands of the Jits—- 
Denver, Washington, Salt Lake, Mil- 
waukee, Toledo, and now Chicago 
and Washington. The conquering 
icsts of Jitney busses have 
swept 


eastward, overwhelming the 
entire 


ountry and, incidentally, bringing 
with them new municipal problem* 
that may prove as hard to solve as 
were the old ones. 


"The two big problems are conges- 


ion of streets and danger of in- 
ury. In Kansas City the traffic po- 
ice and others declare that the Jit- 
neys do not congest traffic as mucn 
as street cars do, and are easier to 
handle. Los Angeles already is com- 
plaining of congestion of the main 
down-town streets and 
danger 
t«» 


pedestrians and shoppers. 


"It is evident that before the Jit- 


neys are received as an established 
mblic service factor some liability 
nsurance must be arranged. 
The 


ritneys are operated chiefly by per- 
DH5 of small means, and the danger 


of personal injury of passengers is to 
oe considered. 
The street car com- 


panies declare the proportion of pas- 
sengers injured will be larger 
than 


n any other form of transportation, 
ind that it will be practically impos- 
sible for injured passengers to recov- 
er damages." 


. • -Two German concerns have pur- 
chased sites at Elizabeth, N. J., for 
the purpose of erecting manufactur- 
ing plants. One will produce chem- 
icals and the other aniline dyes, the 
former starting in with 
600 em- 


ployes. Both companies have been 
driven to this venture by the war. 


These are items related 
to the 


European conflict of importance 
to 


the United States, says the Pittsburg 
Gazette-Times, which adds: 


Some people have the impression 


that, owing to the enormous demand 
for men and war materials in 
the 


Tarious belligerent countries, all pri- 
.vate enterprise is at a 
standstill. 


This is far from being the case. Ko 
.nation could long maintain a war 
footing were it not that meanwhile, 
as far as is practicable, ordinary in- 
dustrial and agricultural activities 
are prosecuted with due vigor. It is 
necessary also, wherever possible, to 
continue exporting an special lines or 
surplus commodities, so that a peo- 
ple may not be competed entirely to 
support themselves.

BRITISH VICTORY 


STRONGLY DENIED 


BY GERMAN WRITER 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Berlin, April 29.—(By Wireless to 


Sayville)—"Wilhelm Schefmann, a well 
known German 
war 
correspondent 


has sent thr following report to h.is 
paper: 


"When one compares the German 


general staff report with that of the 
British, there is an irreconcilable dif- 
ference, in my trips along the front 
by Neuve Chapolle and Givenchy, 
i 


have traveled much ,of the ' time in 
territory w-jich. according to reports 
and maps, published in English.news- 
papers, is in possession of the British 
troops, but in reality. I did not see a 
single Englishman on the" road, 
not 


even a prisoner. 
" "Since the preceding day had been 
very quiet, I entered upon the field of 
the battle at a spot which, according 
to British representations, was a" part 
of the gain in the battle of Neuve 
Chapelle. 
According to British, 
re- 


ports and maps the next village must 
be in British hands, but it -did not 
look so: every house was flying the

which, having made itselt the cham- 
pion of Belgium, is bound in honor 
;o stand by it to the end and to get 
'or it a just indemnity for its un- 
deserved sufferings. 


On questions like these there is no 


room for compromise. The statesmen 
of Europe know 
it, 
and therefore 


ihere will be no 
conference until 


some nation is so much more ex- 
lausted than the others that it will 
be willing to accept such terms as 
the victor is willing to giant; and 
that state cf things is nol a draw. 


Arbitration is equally cut of the 


question. 
There is no government
